Under the piesent conditions of the high cost of liiing it has been 
found \erj difhcult to find reliable men to work as durwans on a salary 
of Rs. 12 per mensem ; and in these circumstances it his been proposed 
to mcreise thepaj of these durwans from Rs 12 and 15, as abo\e men- 
tioned to Rs 15, rising by annual increments of annas 8 to Rs 18 per 
mensem irre-'pectue cf tlieir charge, and to pi\ si\ of the present 
incunibents Rs 18 each, one Rs 17 and the rem uning foui Rs IS each 
a month, in considemlion of the length of their piesious senices The 
Local Go\eniinent ha > been asked to mo\elhe Gcneinment of India, if 
nec(.^s^n , to accord s tnction (o (i) Hie transfer oi Hie complete control 
o\ei the dmwans to tl e Public Works Depiifment Officers m charge, 
and (ii) the mciease at their pa\ on the scale mentioned above This 
new scale, if sanctioned, will involve an e\tra espenditure of about 
Rs 738 including 23 per cent Public Works Department charges, per 
annum, ovei and above the amount ordmarilj allotted foi the purpose ; 
but it is considered th it tiu'. expenditure will be fnllj justified m view of 
the saving tint will he effected in the estimate providing for annual 
repairs and maintenance of the buildings at Pagan, derived from single- 
ness of control and consequent thoroughness tn the routine of nork. 
In that estimate, provasion has hitheito also been made for the clearance 
of jungle around pagodas Under tlie supervision of a Public Works 
Department Officer m sole charge and control, tins jungle clearing work 
could lasilj be earned out bj the durwans themselves

Durwans, Vfimblaj of Public Woiks Depirtment A sum of 
Rs 3,000 IS included annuallv in the archaeolo- 
gical budget providing for the wages of these men ; this was disbiiised 
b> the Public Works Department This sum was exclusive of the 23 
per cent Public Works Department agency charges, for vv hich a separate 
provision was made When Mr J F Bfakiston, Officiating Deputy 
Director General of Archaeology in India, visited the Palace in January 
1924, it was proposed, at his suggestion, that the Archaeological Depart- 
ment should take ovei from the Public Works Department tlie control 
over tliO'.e durwans and sweepers, because, thereby , a sum of about 
Rs 690, the Public Works Department agency charges, would be 
yearly saved This sum, it is expected, c.m be more profitably spent on 
■other works This proposal has met with the approval of the Director- 
General of Arcliaeology in India , so that the control over the Palace 
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establishment will be taken mer bj the Archaeological Department 
from the 1st April 1924. It remains for the future to shou how this, 
new arrangement will work on practical lines, lor it is again a case of 
dual contiol ; the duiwans lieing, to all intents and purposes, under the 
actual andeffectwe control of the Public Works Department, an officer 
of which sees dailj to the upkeep of the Palace and its safeguard

the necessarj repairs The workswereestimated tocost Rs 465, and 
the Local Goiernment was pleased at m\ request, to place that sum 
out of Rs 1 000, held bj itfoi unfoiesecn expenses during the jeai, at 
the disposal of the Executne Engineer. An account of this work will

Unfortnnatelj , though some years agor when 
Supenntepdent of Archaeology for Epigraphy , 1 TecommendeA 
strongly that these buildings should be placed on the list for consei\atioii, 
circumstances did not allow of this important step being taken , and the 
result has been that the piogress of decay of the walls, on which these 
frescoes are painted, was yearly becoming more and more apparent. 
They ha\e, howe\er, now been borne on the list, though not yet so 
declared The matter of losing or preseiMng these frescoes for the sake 
of a few hundred rupees was becoming acute, and I decided on ha\ mg the 

most urgent repair^ earned out. for winch no proMsion could be made 
in the budget estimate for the year under leport Owing, therefore, to 
the urgent nature of the work, the Public Works Department Officers 
in charge there were instiucted to put them in hand at once and to 
prepareat the same tune an estimate The Local Goa einment was 
approached and leqiiestcd to place at the div^sal of the Executne 
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Engineer PtIwO kku Division who ism cliarge of the pigodas at Pagan 
a sum of Rs 535 the available balance out of the reserve fund of 
Rs I 000 held bj it for unforeseen evpenses during the year The 
amount was duly transferred and the worl began at once It was 
explained to Ko U Snbdivisional Officer Public Worls Department 
Paloklcu officer m executive charge of the repairs that the conseiawtion 
of those buildings consisted first of all m the preservation of the frescoes 
by carefully edging round all those portions of the plaster which were in 
imminent danger of flaking off secondly to make the structures structu- 
rally safe that no ram water might percolate in and thirdly to prevent 
the ingress of cattle which are so destructive into them and that the 
repairs should be taken up m the alvove order as funds permitted The 
cement edging to the plaster w ork of the lliree pagodas is now completed 
and some of the most urgent masonry repairs to the Pavathon/ii are 
nearly completed The necessary repairs which remain to be done will 
be earned on until the art treasures within these buildings are quite 
secure In the Nandamanya Temple there is an inscription stone and 
mother m theThambuLa Temple The former was found to be bt oken 
It was recommended that the fragments should be carefully pieced 
together and held firm by means of an iron frame on a low masonry 
pedestal The inscnption in the Thambula Temple vras found to have 

flaked off near the top and a part of what remained was threatening to 

falloff To prevent further decay it was suggested that it should be 
carefully grouted with cement Mr Blakislon Officiating Deputy 
Director General of Archaeology who was With me on a tour of inspec 
tion heartily agreed m all the steps tal en 


10 (a) During the year under report certain residents of Nyaung U 
Pm-ate enterpr e in '>Pphed for permission io undertake repairs to the 
conserMiion Hnasingu Pagoda which is more popularly known 

as Shin Bin Kuni Pagoda at Nyaung U This 
pagoda IS not on the i st of protected monuments and is not maintained 
at the expense of Gov ernment but it is adorned \\ ith some fine frescoes 
I inspected the pagoda on the 12th October 1923 with the applicants 
and after pointing out to them the various measures to be adopted by 
them in undertaking the repairs the permission applied for w as granted 
on the condition that they should consult Maung Pan Mating the 
Overseer in charge of (he pagodas at Phgan in the course of repairs 
whenever a doubt or difficulty arose 

(6) An application was received from Maung Po Sein and four 
others residing at Kyauk hmaw Pagan Township for permission to 
re whitewash and regild the Bupaya Pagoda at Pagan Tins pagoda is a 
protected monument w ithm tlie meaning of Section 3 of the Ancient 
Monuments Preservation Act VII of 1904 and has been maintained at 
the expense of Government Permission was granted on the following 
conditions — (i) that no damage was to be done to the building while 
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putting up the necess^ry sciffoldmg (u) thit nn> putlog holes that 
might have been made in the body of the pagoda should be carefully 
filled up with hme mortar and (ui) that the applicants should undertake 
no repairs or alteration to the budding whatsoever permission being 
granted onl} for uhitew ashing and gdding

Report for last year that is placing both the inner 
Control of the Aland hy (on the Palace platform) and the outside 

Palace Gardens garden under the control of the Archaeological 

Department u ith a general Garden Committee does not seem to be work 
able from se\eral points of view The Garden Committee has in band an 
estimate prepared amounting to Rs 12 000 being the total cost of the 
maintenance of the combined inner and outer gardens and they refuse 
to tal e any responsibility for these gardens unless they are assured that 
the amount w ill be forthcoming The Local Government found the 
estimate much too high and m the present state of financial stringency, 
the Superintendent of Archaeology m Burma could not conscientiously 
find such an amount out of Ins budget for the maintenance of gardens 
over and above the amount he has to find jearly for the maintenance of 
and special repairs to the Palace buddings the pyatlhnls (bastions) on 
Fort walls and the walls themselves without serious detnment to other 
important worls m other parts of Burma The outer garden has been 
hitherto and for many years maintained by the Mandalay Cantonment 
Authorities a sum of Rs S 000 being provided annually for the purpose 
by the Goiernmeut of India m the Arnij Department while the inner 
garden though still under construction is to all intents and purposes 
practically finished and its maintenance is charged to the construction 
estimate funded in the Archaeological budget During the year under 
report the Go%ernment of India decided that the outer garden should 
come under Archaeology as it was thought tint they formed an integral 
part of the Palace However Sir John Marshall Director General of 
Archaeology m India considers that the outer garden is immaterial to 
the preservation of the Palace buildings and that its maintenance should 
as heretofore remain under the care of the Cantonment Authorities 

He IS therefore agun approochmgtheGovemment of India and asking 

them to reconsider the case

present i ear repairs were undertaken to the four gate waja of the outer 
enclosure walls and the stupas surmounting them the arches were 
repaired where necessarj and the stupas grouted with recessed Iime- 
mortar to make them water tiglit Thej now form a solid mass which 
should ensure their preservation forveo manj jears to come Repairs 
were aI»o undertaken to the pilasters of the walls flanking the gate ways, 
which were underpinned and thoroughlj grouted The enclosure walls 
on the w est and north w ere also repaired in brick and lime mortar and 
their copings grouted with hmc mortar mixed with ten per cent cement 
The expenditure incurred on these repairs is given m Appendix C to this 
report The total expenditure incurred on the Sulamani Temple up to 
the end of March 1924 is Ra 13 558 against the sanctioned revised ebti 
mate of Rs 14,748 The onli work which now remains to be done at 
this temple is the drainage of the compound for which a sum of

line There are 739 stones including fragments The inscriptions which 
were in a good state of preservation were set up on a masonry platfoim 
and a shed was erected over them These were however only 
temporary measures and the materials employ ed as a consequence were 
■ntftoiWie’oesA WiTrfiVieatATtdmra ijouVA-y ■wiftiVneresui'i'AnA notwifh 
standing subsequent repairs both the cement floor and the shed are m a 
lamentable state of preservation The roof timbers and the wooden 
posts supporting the roof are now rotten As it is an open shed the 
cement flooring has been much damaged by ram waiter beating m on 
every side and by small plants growing here and there during the rainy 
season loosening the foot of the inscnptions and making them unsafe 
This shed is erected m an out of the way place little if at all \isited by 
persons visiting Amarapura I think the time has now come to consider 
the question of removang these old lithic inscriptions to a better and 
more accessible place and of erecting a permanent shed over them To 
preserve the present shed considenngitscondilion and materials would 
only mean yearly expenditure on ineffectual repairs to pull it down and 
build a good and permanent one on the same spot would be to leave 
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these old records, in T secluded and jung]} place ulieie thej hepiacti 
callj Useless and unknomi Since a new shed Will have to be necessarily 
erected over them in the near future I would suggest tint these stones 
be removed to Mandalaj and reset under a suitable shed in Fort Duflerm 
There thej would be accessible to all visitors ind studenU 

The importance of this collection from the historical and philological 
points of view cannot be overeslunated It contains some of the oldest 
inscriptions as jet found m Bunna and is i mine of information for the 
political and religious historj of this province ihej were collected by 
King Bodavvpaja from all parts of Burma over i hundred jearsago 
and form the largest collection to be found m anj one place in Btirm i

30 Sixteen jears after his accession to the throne King Anoiiti 
(1044 77) though he had conqueied a great portion 
of Burma as weluiovv it now found it prudent to 
establish fortress towns to the north and north 
east of the terntorj around Pagan as a precaution against the restless 
spirit of the Shans who were inhabiting those parts of the countrj 
There were 43 such places many of which can still be easily identified 
a list of them is given further down During the jeai underreport I 
visited Mekkhaja one of these sites this name is also applied to a 
village situated just outside the Fort on the north side The old fort 
itself is situated on the left bank of the river Myit nge at the confluence 
of this nver with the Zawgj i Stream it may be reached bj cart from 
Smgavng a railwaj station near Kj-aukse Traces of the walls and mod 
which form the only remains of Meklhaja may still be seen part of 
the WTiUs and moat of the north is now occupied bj the v ilhge mentioned 
above but the erosion ofthebanl of the Zawgji Stream caused by 
the displacement of its bed has destroyed almost all traces of them 
on the east What remains of the walls on the other sides is covered 
with almost impenetrable jungle which m some places had to be cut 
through to allow me to follow them These walls vveie built of very 
large bricks and from what could be judged from some piettj well 
preserved portions were very thick and high there were faint vestiges 
of crenelles and nuisonry bastions , they must have looked very much 
like the walls of Fort Duffenn at Mandalay The moat round the walls 
though now nearly filled up is still very distinct and w as fed from the 
Myit nge and the Zawgj I Within the fort are a few pagodas but none 
of them are contemporaneous with its foundation The most notable 
among these buildings is theShweyaung daw also known as the Hie thu 
gyi Pagoc^ It was built m 1798 by vt is said, a boatman and contains 
some frescoes depicting the costumes and manners of the people in those 
days During the time of ICing Kjavvzvva of Pagan (1287 1300), 
Mekkhajai was given to Razathingyan and the two neighbounng places 
Mjinzaing to Athinkhaya and Pmleto Thihathu these were three Shan 
brothers Thej deposed the king and each proclaimed himself chief in 
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his o\\ n tow n Quite close to the west of the Meklchasn Village ilreadj 
mentioned is the vilhge of Eb> a the population of w hich is almost entirelj 
of Til ling descent Thej were settled there by King Ahungpa^-a (1753 
1760^ after his coiuiiiest of Hanthaftadds Of jore there were it 
appears roundabout MeUlnjaFort a pretty good number of lithic 
mscnptions of which no trace now remains The mode of their dts 
appearance is thus traditionally accounted for b> the villagers of Ebja 
Some time after their settlement theie bj Alaungpaja the land granted 
to them became insufficient for their needs Now those inscriptions 
contained besides other matter the delimitation of Wutthaganmje or 
consecrated ground intended for the maintenance of pagodas and 
monasteries and which they were not entitled to touch To do away 
with these restrictions the new settlers simply threw them into the 
Myit ne,c and Immg thus destroyed the records of the dedicated lands 
appropriated them little by little Epigraphy thus has become the poorer 
by a few dozens of inscriptions 

Jfost of the Burmese chronicles agree on the fact that King Anorata 
founded forts and frontier towns they give many names but practically 
none agree as to the exact number of these foundations which, taking 
these histones as a basis must have been rather numerous, rather too 
numerous I think to be ascribed to one and the same man The 
Hman nan y vaw in alone gues a definite number ‘ On w hat the com 
pilors of this scholarly standard histoiy found their assertion is aiot 
known, for they gi%eno reference or explanation whatsoever as to how 
they arrived at this number They probably based themselves on some 
documentary evidence not easily available now How ever the number 
they gue contrasted with the result obtained from other histones is not 
unreasonable So, we shall follow the Hman nan, according to which 
the following 43 places were founded by King Anorata —

other publications 

The first important finds which aroused the deep interest of scholars 
m this ancient site apart from the half legendari accounts of it found in 
nati\e histones are the two gold plates beanng inscriptions in Pah \eri 
closelj allied to the Kadamba script of the 5th centuri A D of Southern 
India which were disco\ered at Maunggan a Milage near H maw /a A 
first transliteration and translation of these plates was given bj U Tun 
Njem then OfFiaaling Archaeologist in the /Hdicu ’ and a 

more correct transliteration b> M L Finot in his Un nouveau 
document sur le bouddlusme birtnan * These two plates begin each 
with the well known Buddhist formula Ye tlJiamma lietiippabhavft

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'xn'incient TOult near the Paj-agj I Pagoda se\enl stone and one earthen 
unre funenl urns each of which bears a hne of inscription around the 
upper portion one of them bearing also an inscription of several lines at 
the bottom These are m the same characters as the inscription found 
at the Kjnukka Them Estampages of these inscriptions w ere sent to 
Mr C O Blagden and the results of his study of them and their tentative 
readings, are given m the Eptgrapl la Indtca Vol XII pp 127 32 
According to him these inscriptions record the death of the kings (of 
Old Pronie) Sunja Vikrama and Han Vikrama and their relatives in 
the 7th 8th century A D These names ore nowhere to be found in 
native chronicles and other records and have not yet been identified 
It IS true that for these centuries and those immediately preceding and 
(ollovimg them we know practically nothing of the history of Sril shetra 
or Old Prome A curious point to be noted is that while in the Pali 
Lommentanes composed m tlie 5th century mention is often made of 
several old places m Burma they appear to be absolutely silent about 
Old Prome which was however a Buddhist centre as is testified by 
the Pah inscriptions and Buddhist sculptures mentioned above unless 
indeed it be mentioned under some name which has not yet been 
identified or perhaps again the predominant Buddhist sect may not 
have been theThervvada of Ceylon which fact in some degree might 
explain the curious silence of the Singhalese commentaries and other 
works No excavations were undertaken m the early part of 1914 and 
owing to thepaicity of funds subsequent on the troublous years that 
followed could not be resumed until theyear underreport However I 
paid short visits to that interesting site from time to time and m 1919 20 
I came across two Vishnmte sculptures they may be assigned to the 
8th 9th century A D 

Considering the important character of the finds made at the 
Bawbawgyi in previous years as recorded above by merely clearing a 
small portion of the debris covering its terraces it was naturally thought 
that if all the \vere removed more finds would come to light 
moreover the base of this ancient pagoda having beemlmost entirely 
covered up for probably some centuries it was desirable to examine 
the nature of that base and if possible let it stand exposed to view in 
its original state These were the two reasons which actuated me in 
choosing this site for excnvntions Dunng the year under report 
the Central Government very kindly placed at my disposal a sum of 
Rs 2 SCO for the purpose I began work on the 7th January 1924 I 
estimated that thorough excavations would take about a month perhaps 
I little more but the sudden arrival of Mr J F Blakiston Ofiiciating 
Deputy Director General of Archaeology onatourofinspectionmBurma 
cut the work short andl had to abandon it after a period of 15 days 
I started by clearing from the lop the mass of dibris hiding the 
terraces of the pagoda Plate 1 gives a view of t!ie Bawbawgyi taken 
from the east with its base buned under them Popular tradition 
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-issiRns the foundation of tins monument to Kinf* Duttabounfi in the 5th 
century B C Nothing so fai his jet been found to corrobonte this 
assumption no hnown bmlding m Burma can hj claim to so hoiry in 
age It IS ucll known how the people v\hcn the> 1 now not the age of 
in ancient building generallj push back its date to the time of the 
emperor Asoka (3rd century B C ) or even earlier to the time of Buddha 
himself From the few finds brought to light howe\er it may he 
reasonably assumed that the Baubawgji probably dates fromthe7tli or 
8th centurj AD Owing to its peculiar shape the question was once 
seriously put forward whether it did not represent a Unga (phallus) as an 
emblem of Sivaism As I ha\e stated here and there in my preaious 
reports there have been found only a \er\ few traces of Siv^aism in 
ancient Burma and what was tal cn to bea btjga inaj \ery well be tlie 
shape of a stupa’ Moreovei the \er\ nature of the finds that ha\e been 
made there shows that it was a Buddhist monument and precludes the 
assumption that it was intended fora/iugrt the small stupa represented 
onaslabfrom Amara\atiand show non Plate LXII in Fergusson s Tree 
and Serpent Worship shows that the sh ipc is not unique and maj be 
taken torepiesent oneof its prototjpes Another point of interest about 
the Bawbawgyi was the imcertaintj as to the number of the terraces on 
which it stands and the mode of their disposition around it With i 
view to examining them and ascertaining their state of preservation I 
began clearing the dtfuii at the north east corner there 1 found that t 
small portion of the terraces had been cleared pretiouslj but 
imperfecllj and then co\ered o\er a^ain up la now onl> the upper 
surface or top of the third (or uppermost' terrace has been cleared from 
ikbrts and left so to allow visitors ^^alklng around the pagoda Plate II 
showa the terraces on the east side exposed after the removal of the 
eartli and fallen bricks with the staircase sloping dow n on the right 
hand The terraces proper begin with that marked with anarrow and 
end at the base of the staircase As may be seen there are three of

of weathei and time arc less apparent but on the whole 
the brick work has very much deteriorated and the teiraces are in a 
deplorable condition the matenal used were bricks of very large size 
Tlie third or uppermost terrace is circular in plan measuring 1 6 
feet in breadth It is supported b> a retaining wall which measures 
3 feet 8 inches in height and its upper surface or top is paved with 
bricks The whole of the retaining wall as far as it was exposed was 
found to be out of plumb it is dangerously bulging outward and 
the bricks are in all stages of deoaj some crumbling on the 

least pressure Thesameis ihecasewilh Ihetwolower terraces Infact 
the second and first terraces have detenorated to such an extent that I 
was unable m some places to trace dishnctlj their outline On the top

one aboveit was 10 feet Thefirst or lowest terrace is intlic worst state 
of preserailion and its planconUl not be properlj traced Howcaer a 
portion of it on the north west side was found to be in a better state of 
prescra-ation Here the retaining wall which is onlj 2 feet in height is 
ornamented with panels otherwise this wall with tlie two ibovtitare 
plain excepting bare mouldings formingthcircopings Originallj these 
walls were plastered over for there were found traces of a \cr> thick 
coating of plaster still adhering here and there For securing and 
making fast this thick coating the bricks hu! been cut into notches 
placed about two inches apart and from { i nth to i inch deep Tlit 
plaster IS about 2^ inches thick andis\cr> hard ilspnncip'il ingredients 
are lime and pebbles about i inch to \ inch m diameter 

A feature which is peculiar to this paged i is lint there i» onh one 
staircase leading to tiic third or uppennost terrace it is on the north 
side No traces whatsoever of anj olherflight of steps were discovered 
The steps of the flight on the north from what ma> be seen of their 
remains consisted of large blocks of stone with low encasing walls on 
the sides at the foot of those walls were broken pieces of two stone 
Ieogr 5 'phs 

As maybe judged from what precedes these three terraces arc in a 
very bad state of preservation to repair them taking model on the 
portions that remain would be a worl of some magnitude requiring a 
sum of mone> which in the present financial condition of tins Depart 
ment I would find it difficult to find In the circumstances toprevent 
further decay from ram and sun and to strengthen them it was found 
necessary not to leave them exposed Uie> were consequently, covered 
Over again with earth and broken bricks carcfullj rammed down 
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of View. They consist of a number of bricks on which arc inscribed 
numerical symbols These bricks were built into the retaininf* u'alls of 
the terraces, and the symbols were probably masons’ marks. They are 
ancient Indian numerical symbols ; four were found in the Pjft face of 
the Mj azcdi inscription piU<rr by Messrs C. O. BlaRdcn and G. Coedcs ; 
that IS, the symbols for 1000,600.20 and probably 8. which form the date 
of the mscnplion m Anno Buddhac, we , 1628 .* AUhouKh the s> mbols on 
the bricks are in detached jjroups, a comparison of them w ith the figures 
shown on Plate IX of Buhlcr’s ” Indian Paleography.” leaves no doubt 
they are numbers Thus, on se\cral bricks, w’cre noticed the horizontal 
stiokes, somewhat curved, which represent the figures from I to 3, 
accoiding as there is only one stroke, or two or tliree , there arc no 
evamples of them standing by themselves, they arc always close to the 
light of another hguTC, 10 or one of its mwUiplcs There is a symbol 
ven much resembling that for 4 as given m column VIII Oagayyapatla 
Pallavn) of the same plate A careful examination of all these symbols 
w ill protiably enable us to restore all the figures from 1 to 10 and some of 
the multiples of ten On Plate III, atlhecnd of tins report, /Jg. 1 shows 
the sy mbol for 4 , yig, 2 the symbols for 5 (on the left) and 3, that is, 53 ; 
fiR. 3 shows the symbol for 90, and again that for 3»93 ; and the last 
liguie {JiR.

32 As the during of the Biwbawgyi terraces was going on, I 
undertook also excavations at a mound sitiuted 
close to the Yahandalcan Village, about half a 
mile distant from the Bawbavvgyi This mound 
was covered with trees and shrubs, and to all appearances, identical 
with every other mound, in which the local area abounds. It was a low 
one, rising just a few feet above the natural level of the ground around , 
bricks were lying scattered around it here and there ; but there was 
nothing to indicate, as it proved afterwards to be, that it was once a 
Ininil-ground However, after a c.areful examination on clearing the 
vegetation, I found near the centre a trench which had been probably' 
dug up by treasure hunters ; this trench measured 6 feet by'3 feet and 5 
feet in depth ; around its sides, and about one foot below the top of the 
mound, were seen a number of earthenware urns in all stages of decay ; 
there were two or three rows of them one above the other; many of 
these must have been destroyed and scattered by the treasure hunters 
.IS many fragments were found around the hole. No doubt, in the 
course of excavations conducted at Hmawza m the previous years, 
earthenware umscontamingcliarred bones and ashes were discovered! 

but they were most often discovered singly or m very small numbers, and' 
were found buried either close to the foundation walls or plinth of a 
temple or along its enclosure wall, but never, as m this case, in large

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numbers and in an isolated place vihich, like the present site, had 
olniously been set apart for a bunal ground There was, therefore, the 
possibility of bringing to light some urns, whether earthenware or stone 
bearing lines of inscriptions m Pju, as was. some years ago, the case in 
the cemetery near the Payagyi, as well as the hope of unearthing some 
stone Pyii inscriptions These considerations decided me to dig there 
The whole mound measures 54 feet by 34 feet, the longer side running 
north to south I traced two cross trenches intersecting at the centre of 
tlie mound, and set men at the four ends to dig Many of these men had 
already been employ ed and trained by this Department m past years, 
and not only are they careful and, prudent as the w ork progresses, but 
eager m the hope of making a find , it is a pleasure to work with such 
men The work, on this cite was started about a week after that at the 
Bawbiwgyi had been begun and. owing to my unforeseen departure from 
H maw za, as aboae explained, could not be completed Enough, how- 
c\cr was done to uncoaer masonry' work The men on the east side 
found traces of a wall running north to south, here the traces were 
distinctand no difficulty was experienced m unco\enngit On the 
south, many bncks were unearthed, buttliey were not m layers or proper 
courses, and it looked as if a wall there liad broken down On the 
west traces of another wall wcrediscoaered, running parallel to that on 
the east, but the bricks had much deteriorated and the traces of the w aU 
were indistinct As far as could he )udgcd, there seems to ha\e been 
two or rather three terraces built in bricks, each about two feet in height 
ind about three feet or so in depth Numerous urns w ere found around 
the walls, as far as they were exposed of the first terrace, and on the 
terraces themsehes Hundreds of them were brought to light, abo\e 
all on the northcinside, placed, not only one against another in serried 
rows, but also one on the top of another, so that tlirite, sometimes 
four iims were thus superposed For instance, within a square 
2 feet 8 inches on each side there were found 16 urns of different shapes 
Nnry ing in size from six to nine inches in height Most of these old urns 
crumpled when touched, and only a few were found ma fairly good 
st,ite of presera-ation The urns uncoiered m the course of these 
exca\“itions must hare numbered at least, at a moderate estimate, 1,000 
and probably another thousiind and more are hidden in the unexca\*ated 
.irea On the west near the top of the mound, was first found a frag- 
ment of a stone slab, 10 inches in thickness and 2 feet in length , it was 
plain on both sides, and lying atadeptliof two feet from the surface. 
Digging further on, there was found, close to the south east of the above 
fragment, a large slab of stone, me.asunng 3 feet 5 inches by 2 feet 
10 inches by 10 inches This alsowas found to be quite plain , one 
side w-is smooth and the edges bevelled , the other surface was quite 
rough and unworked The top was broken, and the fragment referred to 
atiove probably formed part .of it. This stone was found with its top 
underneath, which seems to show that il had tumbled down from an 
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erect position Not the least traces of writing could be found on it 
Close to it were found many pieces of iron on two sides of it that is 
on the south and east were discovered four rods of iron firmly planted 
into the Rround they measure from 11 inches to 16 inches in length 
and about ^ an inch in diameter and their extremities are barbed Besides 
these w ere also found hook hi e pieces of iron with one end flattened 
out into which a small hole is bored In or near many of the urns were 
placed either a small iron dagger eaten by rust or iron nails Right 
underneath the stone slab and near the middle of it was found an iron 
peg or large pm 20 inches long with one end pointed and the other 
ending m a large 1 nob this too was planted upright in the ground 
The most interesting find however is the iron plate shown in Plate IV 
figs (i) and (u) It IS 11 inches in breadth and 18^ inches in its 
extreme length It is pierced with 43 nails of three different sizes the 
largest of which are in the centre and measure each 11^ inches in 
length the smallest forming the outermost row arc each 7 inches long 
It was found Ijvng flat with Ihenails pointing downwards The use to 
which this maj have been put is a puzzle it could not have been 
intended to be nailed against something or other no beam or log could 
withstand the pressure of 43 large nails hammered m in ver> closely 
serried ranks it would crack and split It may have been a sjmbol 
representing what we do not know used in funeral ceremonies The 
burying of dagger^ m or near urns can easily be understood font was 
an old almost world wide custom to burj the deceased s weapons with 
his corpse or his bones The burying of nails in these urns is not quite 
so easy to explain unless the custom was based on the welllnowii 
horror of spirits for metal on tint supposition the nails or other bits 
of iron were buried with the ashes to drive afar off the spirits of the dead 
so that thev might not torment the living residing m the surrounding 
villages the daggers above mentioned might also have served the same 
purpose There is among the lower classes of the Burmese up to the 
present day i belief that while going about at night no spirit will 
approach or harm them if they have a hit of iron or metal about them 
It IS why they seldom or never go out at night in the jungle without 
a (lah or a spear or a rod of iron etc 

There probably was a wooden structure erected above the brick 
terraces but no traces of it were found except perhaps here and theie 
some peculiar dust which on close examination appears certainly to 
have been wood From the disposal and arrangement of the urns it 
seems evident that thej were placed tn rows andlajers on the terraces as 
deaths occurred and left thus exposed and could not have been buried 
as they were brought in Ihe final covering up with earth of the 
whole site probably took place when no room was left on the terraces 
for anj more urns to be deposited there 

As to the age of this buna! ground nothing can be said with anj 
certainty for no traces of an> writing were found with the single 
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exception of i fraRment of a broken bnck bearing a character resent 
blmg the archaic Indian sjtnbol for the number '10'’ looking like the 
archaic ‘ m ’ Ij mg on its side instead of standing upright * The use of 
thc'^e symbolswas not, as is known, foreign to the P>us This alone, if 
it can be relied upon, would stamp tins ccmeterv as rather old, as there 
IS no doubt it is, but ow ing to lack of sufficient data, it is impossible to 
fix itsdate even approximatelj Besides the objects mentioned above, 
there were also found a few \oti\e tablets bearing effigies of the Buddha 
which belong to a period between the llth/l2th centuries This 
cemeterj seems also to point out to an interesting custom of the P>u 
people , that IS thej were m the habit of cremating their dead and 
burying the ashes in urns, the general custom of the Hindus being to 
throw the ashes into the ruer after cremation

and timely disco\er>, because the text of the stone inscriptions being 
rather fragmentary and mutdated, the translation of it would ha\e 
naturally been so and therefore somewhat unsatisfactory It was at first 
thought that the text of the palm leaf manuscript should be printed 
separately by itself , but this text not l»emg an inscription, did not 
come within the scope of the Epigraphia Dtrmamca Such a step, more- 
over, would have left the text of the inscriptions incomplete It was 
therefore decided that the best plan would be to supplement the gaps 
of the stone text bj printing at (be bottom of each page a portion of the 
palm leaf text m small types Unfortunately, the Government Printing 
Press had not the small types necessary for this purpose, so that mew 
punche s hive to be made, which must necessarily take some tim$»

written m the usual jumbled «p jargon of such compositions Their 
general sense IS an invocation to each animal around w hich tliey are 
asking their aid and expressing a de«ire that all the K ng s enemies may 
be blotted out ^ 

The above quoted one line of inscription is almost word for word 
identically the same as that on the bell in the Clod tower of King 
Njaung >an Mmtara (1599 1605) and which was inscribed on the advace 
of the Ba im. Akj-avv Bishop (op.baacTjSoospccoSi) ui a lettei he wrote 
to that King in 1599*

Jov 1 in j ears w hich w as found m only eight casesas altogether exceptional 
The total number Of inscriptions which have been found to be capable 
of being verified is 152 out of 242 not a bad proportion In 76 cases 
the details of date were not verifiable being apparently irregulai and in 
13 cases the details were not sufficient for verification 

I do not know if you have been supplied with a copy of my 
Ephemeris in seven volumes published last year by the Government of

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28 During the jear underreport, excavations uere continued at 
Hmaw/a, Old Prome . I was there for this purpose 
Excawhons jl Febnmrs to the 201h March 1925, and 

' during that period, I excavated at nine different sites. 

A rough imp showing these sites is given in Plate I 
The first site selected w as a low mound near the Yahindikan (No 1 
in wip Phte I), which is situated about 350 feet to 
Yatiini^Hn V ^Hage South east of that mound where I dug last year. 

Its extreme length, running east to west, measures 
60 feet and its breadth 34 feet, its highest point above the surrounding 
ground being 5 feet After dealing the jungle with winch it was 
overgrown, a trench was dug across the centre starting at the eastern end , 
trenches were also dug starting from the three other sides all converging 
at the centre On the east, after digging aboufcS teet bricks laid in courses 
were found a few^ inches below the surface of the mound a gang of 
w orkraen was told oK to follow the brickwork, which v\ as running north to 
south, the foundation of this bnckwork, which was found to be a 
wall was found to be onij about 2 feet below the level of the 
surrounding ground, this wall wa> I foot m thickness '^nd running 
for a distince of 7 feet towards the south, turned abruptly m a 
western direction It was apparentlj paitof n brick terrace enclosing 
the mijpnd and only the foundation of which remained In the course 
of uncovering this wad there were found traces of earthen funeral urns 
with a few nails , but at the corner was discovered a well preserved urn 
of the ordinary tjpe, that is,hke a common vvateipot, with the ashes and 
charred bones in it intact , a Urge nail was found near it 

ThebncLwoik on the south was not so distmct as the one just 
referred to , thebricks there were not so well burned , the wall had conse* 
quently collapsed and the bricks had to a large extent crumbled away 
On the west a few bricks only uere found whicli probablj had formed 
part of the terrace on this side, but the latter seems to have crumbled 
aw.ay altogether , there were found, however, two damaged earthenware 
funeral urns close to one another. Another urn w as found intact near the 


centre of the mound All these urns were invariably accompamed by 
bits of iron, such as naiU or the blades of daggers Although the urns 
discovered were not numerous, all evidences tend to show that tnis site 
was a burial mound and that it formed part of n larger cemeterj This 
conclusion is to a certain extent confirmed by the fact that, in a garden 
at one end of the Yahandakan village about 700 feet to the north west 
of the above mound and 350 feet away from the mound where I dug 

last jear, there were found urns very closely packed forming two or 
three layers placed one over the other, again, in a shallow trench 
measurings' X 15' werefound 36 vurns in afair state of preservation, and 
many others tliat crumbled at the least touch A peculiar feature of 
t^s burial phce is that the urns had been buried just below the surface 
of the lev el ground and was unmarked by any traces of bncks or mound, 
as IS usually the case 
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The result of the e\ca\atiotis thatlme been conducted on the site 
of the ancient cit> of Snkshetra or Old Prome and of mj’ cxaminition 
of various spots and moundv during the pail ^ ears tends to show that 
a large portion of tins old site IS covered mth funeral mounds, many 
urns have been and will still be probiblj found, but there are also 
manj other spots which maj jield more interesting finds 


29 The people once inhabiting Old Prome, from the Ling downward, 
burned their dead and buried the ashes placed in 
earthen, stone or metallic urns, eithei in family 
vaults, loneh graves or cemeteries sometimes around 
the base of a pagoda or inside it , there was alwajs 
some iron object as nail knife or dagger buried with 
the ashes Short epitaphs giving a few particulars regarding the 
deceased, are also engr.aved around the urns of important personages

nothing to saj with regard to its history and the 
people aie quite ignorant as to its antiquitj.^ They 
were, however, led by treasure hunters to believe that it contained a 
large hoard of treasure and were anxious, for this reason, that it should 
be dug into 

The inoniid was about ISO feet north to south by 7S feet east to 
west at the base, its height being about 14 feet It was covered with 
broken bricks of ver} large sire , on a spot close to it on the east, there 
were found, m 1920, many heads of different animals modelled in terra- 
cotta , on the top of the old city wall near which the mound is situated 
there were found big fragments of stone which were what remained of 
large Buddha images which from the technique of some w ell preserved 
parts appear to belong to the 9lh — 11th centuries Again, on each side 
of the old cit} gate close to the above, were found two fragments of a 
stone image which, from the distended abdomen, probably represented 
Jambhala , these fragments also belonged to a period anterior to the Xlth 
century A D The villagers also stated that some old sj-mbolical coins 
had been found near the same site, but I have been unable to trace their 
whereabouts All these facts led me to tlunlv. that the mound w'as of 
some antiquity and that an excavation there might jield some valuable 
finds 

A shaft measuring 10 feet square was sunk from the top For a 
depth of about 8 feet Trom the top bricks were found m layers, and 
intermixed with them were found terra-cotta votive tablets bearing 
effigies of tbe Buddha, a list of which is given below. The tablets 
themselves are of the ordinary tvpe commonly found at Hmawza, but I 
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•should like to imke a mention of the special features of the figures repre- 
sentedonthem \\hichIn\ene\erbeenproperli noticedbefore Asfig 1, 
plate II,isgi\enaphotograph of oneof these tablets The central figure, 
Buddha, is seated mthe bhiiiniifarsa tnticlia with thelefthand holding an 
alms bowl on its palm and placed in the lap and the right hand falling 
oierthe right knee with the hngeripomting towards the earth The legs, 
do not cross in the proper sense of the term and in the orthodox fasluon 
but one is just placed over the other, t e the right leg 15 placed o\ er the 
left whereba onlj the sole of the right foot is made visible ' The other 
feature is the shape of the stupas flanking the Buddha Each is 
» bulbous m shape or m the shape of a lotus bud There has not jet 
been found an\ structural evidence of it now existing at Hmawzaor 
mils neighbourhood but some examples of it are found at Pagan On 
the other h md it is interesbog to note that such tablets do not exist at 
Pagm, and there is* strong evidence to show that thej weie made at 
Hmauza Consequent!}, it is quite possible that stnictiiral exmiples of 
that miniature stupa once existed at Hmawza, and that those now 
existing at Pagan were merel} replicas of them In the same shift 
were found also fragments of terra cotta tablets each bearing a standing 
figure wearing a vmkiitn and having four hands with something held in 
each But the figures are so much defaced that it is difficult to 
distinguish the objects m the hands, and therefore the figures themselves 
cannot be identified 

Trenches were dug also around the sides cf the mound, and traces 
of square terraces enclosed w ithin ret lining walls w ere found on all sides 
Altogether there were three terraces receding towards the top, the 
lowest being nearlj 60 feet m length on one side, and the topmost or the 
third terrace 22 feet in length Trices of an only staircase were found 
on llie west side, that is on the side close to the old citv vv.aJI. In the 
middle of the third ten ace on the east side there w as found a terra cotta 
plaque in fragments depicting aponj with a rider The rider is almost 
nude with onl} a lorn cloth and a sash passing round lus body across lus 
right shoulder He w ears a large pair of ear rings and a head dress like 
a broad and high cap andl there is a halo at the back round the head 
He IS holding in his right hand the remswhich form into a loop at the 
end, and is brandishing with the othei hand an object which looks like a 
sword He la striding across the pon} 's back with the leg — vvhich.is 
nsible — tugged up with no trace of a saddle or a stirrup Besides the 
sash and loin cloth mentioned ibove, the rider .appears to be wearing 
across the right shoulder and chest a verj thin cloth which hangs loose 

' This feature is common to the seated images o( Buddha found in Southern India 
Ccjloiitnd Cambodia The images of Buddha of the Mihununi i>pt in Arakan arc 
al<o«catC(t m the same posturi but those at Pagan are seated m the orthodox 
ashi« n, t e aiith the tegi iro'iacd showing both soles as in the ca«e of UiO'C found m 
Nortlicrn India It maj be added that mo'lof the old images of Buddha that have 
hitherto blcn found at Hmaivra are seated man. or Je s in fhe «ame poslure 
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and falls into folds at hi-^ back, but no trace of that cloth is MSible on 
his body The pony appears to be treading clouds, and is beautifully 
delineated Whom the rider represents it is not easy to ascertain, but 
from the halo at the back of his head, he either represents a Bodhisatha 
or a i/ein (fig 2, plate II) However, our immediate interest is not in 
the personage whom the iider represents, but in the technuiue of the 
plaque It is quite different from that noticed in the figiues at Pagan ; 
and from the mode of its head dress it may belong to an age earlier than 
the Xlth century A D which also fixes the age of the mound in which 
it W’as discovered 

The abo\ e plaque measures 2 feet 3 inches square^w ith a thickness of . 
3i inches , bricks cut into the shape of a curve were also found, and 
each measures 2' X l' X

and (5) Mound m a field near the Yahanda gate of the old city wall 
(No 8 in Map, Plate I) No traces of any brickwork were found at the 
mound on the north of the Palace site, but inside a hollow, which 
probably once foi med tlie rebc chamber of a stupa, there were found 
many terra-cotta tablets beaiing effigies of Buddha The majority of 
them are m the shape of a banyan leaf, measuring abort 4i inches by 
about inches On the obverse Buddha is seated cross legged in the 
dharma chakra mudra on a lotus throne, the back of w hich is ornamented 
with the usual lion-brackets. Surrounding the central figure round the 
nm of the tablet above the throne are stupa-shaped or flanie-likc 
objects. Below the throne, there is invariably a writing m three lines, 
which igives the well-known Buddhist formula: “ Ye dlnrma hetu, 
etc ” in a north Indian script, but the letters have become so 
iTTCfcfi cfefiiccvf hW it IS aAnosf impossifife to maile out even a tew 
letters having a connected sense. The reverse faces of most of them 
are plain except that they bear the mark of an impression of a leaf, on 
which they were pressed while mawet state and dried Four of 
thpm, '.however, were found to have each a writing in Pyu characters, 
which may be read as follows — i

In the present state of our knowledge of the Pyu Language I am unable 
to suggest a rendering of any of the above readings From the 
characiers of the writing under the Buddha’s throne and the form of 
the Pyai letters (which are somewhat ornamented) these tablets do not 
appear to be earlier than the 10th — 12th centuries A D 
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At the mound close to the west wnll of the Pnhce site (No 5 m 
■\lTp Plate I) trices of brick structures probablj of Buddhist stupas 
were found From w hat can be nnde out from the remains that were 
unearthed there appear to be three distinct structures placed dose to 
one another Tbej are m a row ninnin;; north to south The one on 
the south Ins a circular plinth measunnf* 10 feet 10 inches across and 
the one m the centre which is the largest of the three is reel mgiilar m 
phri and measures nearlj 14 feet X 24 feet with the longer side running 
east to west A rectangular chamber measuring 11 feet 3 iolIics X 5 feet 
9 inches was unearthed close to (he west side of the building but there 
was found nothing inside it The budding on the north side also 
appears to be rectangular in plan but trices of anj wall on the east 
are missing and onb a part of the foundation of the wall on the north 
reniuns Here there were found inanj terracotta \oti\e libletsand 
fragments of earthenware funeral urns \ list of them is gi\en below 
Thej are of the ordinary type and do not call for au\ comment but 
the\ certamU proie that the site where they wcrefounclwas a Buddhist 
stupa or temple In addition to these a stone nininka measuring 9 
inches in height and 9 inches in diameter at the base was also found 
close to the circular plinth cii the south side This nmJakn was probably 
once crowning the stupa of which only the plintli now remains 

Mounds No-) 3 and 4 near the Shwetyobmyo tan! (Nos 6 and 7 in 
Map Plate I) did not yield any interesting results and fiom the paucity 
of finds of any nature that might gue a clue to the nature of the 
buildings which once occupied these sites nothing dehmte can be said 
■about them The same thing may be said of (he ^found No 5 near 
the Aahanda gate of the old wall (No 8 m Map Plate I) These 
mounds werejustafew feet m height abo\e the natural surface of 
the ground and were not of any pretentious dimensions 

S'* King Duttalnung who founded Snkshetra is said to ha\e been a 
. \ cry powerful king He was a c/mirfltor/iH and was 

the possessor of a magic lance besides many other 
wonderful magical objects When the time came for collecting tributes 
from various kings inhabiting the earth as far as the land of the Asura 
and-Anj;<75 he would ascend the Hhn hlo taung or Lance throwing 
hill and With the message tied to the lance would throw it in the 
direction of the country from which the tribute was due The lance 
would then fly through the air and remain suspended above the head 
of the lung It was only on the latter doing obeisance to it that it 
would depart Tradition points to i raised platform close to the old 
city wall to the west of the Mol so ma kan (No 9 in Map Plate I) as 
that lance throwing hill It measures about 150 feet square and is 
in two tiers the upper tier being at the west end Treasure hunters 
have been-there and traces of their digging for treasure were found at 
no less than three places At one place on the upper terrace of the 
moimd they turned up large pieces of latente blocks with the hope of 
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finding perhips some treasures thit might be hidden underneath At 
another phce the 3 had broken up into* fragments n large stone image 
probablj of Buddha and at the third place they had left exposed part 
of the foundation of a wall I dug at the place where fragments of the 
stone image w ere found These fragments had been so mutilated that 
I found it quite impossible to piece them together but fortunately I 
discovered imong them a piece on w Inch there may still be seen part 
of the right leg and of the left foot which formed part of a seated 
image probably of Buddha The legs here do not seem to cross but 
they seem to oaerlap the right leg being placed above the left Asa 
result of my digging on the spot I was rewarded with a part of a lotus 
throne in the same mateinl as the fragments mentioned above it in 
soft sandstone of bluish colour It is very beautifully carved in the 
form of a double lotus cushion with the leaves cut on it m bold relief 
and measures 18^ inches m length 

I dug also at the place v\ hei e a portion of the foundation of a brick 
wall had been left exposed bv the treasure hunters There I found a 
wall ornamented with mouldings and pilasters spaced a few feet one 
from the other and when I closed the w oil foi the season I found it 
to be 34 feet in length The wall was still going on on both sides and 
thoigh I made soundings at several places I could not find where it 
ended I expect to resume the work there in the course of the next 
cold weather The wall seems to be rather extensive andfiomthe- 
nature of the mound and the tradition att ched to it it would appear 
that we might expect to be able to find something interesting there

the history of the Mingalazedi Rigoda, which was built at Tada-u bj 
King Mingaung II in 1496 A D The latter at least shous that there 
had been a bridge alreadj of a more or less permanent nature, and 
Maung Oh must ha\ e repaired and extended it 

About one mile and a half to the south of Tada-u, there is still a 
village known as Panja, called after the old cit 5 founded bj Thiliathu 
in 1312 A D There may still be seen some vestiges of the old citv in 
the remains of its walls, pagodas and other rums On one side of the 
road there maj be seen a row of mined temples which are m the ftigan 
stjle They are three in number, the largest in the centre being known 
as Ein 5 ag 3 aiing Temple It was built by King Urana ir 1340 A D 
Uzana was the son ot Kyawzwa, King of Pagan When the latter was 
dethroned and killed bj the three Shan brothers, his queen who was 
then betrothed to Thihathu, was already big with child for three 
months That child was Uzana He belonged, on the maternal side, 
to the Pa^n djnastj, and he evidently fried to revive Pagan architec- 
fureat Panva when he became King m 1322 A D The base of the 
temple on the south side was ornamented with glazed tiles illustrating the 
]atal^ scenes ; only a few now remain Alt these temples are now in 
rums, buried in their debrts 

While I was at Pagan, which I visited principally in connection 
With my work on the Petleik plaques, I succeeded m removing to the 
Museum there many old and interesting stone and wooden figures that 
were found Iving on the Door in old and ruined temples These 
interesting figures were in imminent danger of being covered up with 
debrts or damaged by the bricks that arc falling down from the roofs 
and walls above them

that this featuie IS common to man 3 im.igcs of the Buddha car\ed on 
the railing of the Amar.imti Stup.i in Southern India, which has been 
assigned to the 2nd century B C to 2nd centurj AD**.

Mr Ram Ch ludra Superintendent Arch eological Section Indian 
Museum kindly classified the Chinese com as the one of Emperor Tao

during the year in the course ofthee\ca\af ions con 
ducted there tliere were found many stone images 
of Buddha at a mound know n as the Ucleiima Nat 
sinkon which is situated close to the old Keddah 
They are unfortunately very much decayed and 
none of them is complete AH ye brol en and in fragmerits How ev er 
from what can be made out from what remains some of them appear to 
be very old Two small heads probably of Buddha very much damaged 
and m fragments ha\ e the hair arranged m schematic curU a feature 
which IS a decided proof of the earlier age of those two heads than any 
of the sculptures that have yet been found at Pagan the earliest of 
which does not go further back than the Xltli century A D or anywhere 
else in Burma proper Another piece of sculpture which is also very 
much dimagcd with the lower portion broken off has the principal 
figure Buddha seated probably under a tree with its left hand in the 
lap and the right hand outstretched and placed on the right knee This 
iinidrn IS quite uncommon and a feature which may be noticed only 
among the figures found at old Prome A third fragment which also 
represents probably a seated Buddha has an attendant figure flanking 
the former on its proper right wearing a cap very similai to tint which 
"’ay be noticed on the heads of the two attendant figures flanking the 
Buddha in that piece of sculpture found atthe Zegu Pagoda Hmawza 
and to w hich Sir John JIarshall Director G-neral of Arch-eology in- 
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India assigns a date not hter than the se\enth centuiy AD* Our piece 
of sculpture cannot be assigned to i date later than the Zegu sculpture 
Besides these there are five other pieces of sculpture all in damaged 
condition found at the same site all of which may belong to about the 
same period They are in soft sandstone of grey colour I expect to 
dig at the above site in the course of the next cold weather and hope to 
be able to comC across some things that will give a clue to their age

of the building is quite complete During the 
y ear under report the central dome leaked very badly owing to the 
excessive rams The trustees were taken by surprise as they thought 
that it was quite watertight and had shown no signs of leakage before 
But fortunately they were able to cope with the difficulty without much 
extra expenditure The Government have again made a contribution of 
Rs 2 500 This generous amount together with the subscriptions 
realised from the public will be utilised in repauing the outer wall of 
the temple facing the south and in restoring to their pioper places the 
stone sculptures that are nowhing about the ground 

Pharobaw Pagoda — Then andtlic //hof the Pharabaw Pagoda 

tumbled to the ground caused by nothing more than a stiff breeze 
The people looked upon this as a miracle and said that some evil would 
befall the country Veiy soon thousands floci ed to the place and 
generously responded to the appeal foi subscnphons towards its repairs 
In a few months about Rs 5 000 was collected and repairs were put 
m hand under the direct supervision of U Saw Hit Aung a wealthy 
merchant of Mrohaung The whole worl is now complete Either 
towards the end of April or the beginning of May a pagoda festival will 
be held in honour ol the completion of the worl of merit 

This pagoda was originally constructed of stone by King Razagri 
of the Myauku dynasty m the year 1603 AD It was subsequently 
repaired by Jlingyi Kyaw Htin the first Burmese Governor of Aral an 
m the year 1786 during his long rule of Aral an which lasted for 
eighteen years It w as again repaired in 1813 by MahaNawrati the 
second Burmese Governor At the time of the repair® put in by the 
Burmese Governors the pagoda was built over by brick In 1893 it 
was again repaired by public subscription initiated bv a TIuigvi named 
Maung Soe 

According to an old Arakanese tradition Soe \fa Gyi the queen of 
Min Pha Laung (1571 1593J was conveying an linage m a rift ilong 
the crtck to a distant place where she mtendcd it to be installed When 
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it reached the spot opposite the present site of this pigoda the image, 
without anj apparent reason, slid off the raft into the water All 
known attempts at recovery Iming fuled tt was finallj abandoned 
During the reign of her son Ra/agri (1593 1612) a fisherman in 
search of fii>h was one daj casting his net in this creek In the course 
of his operations finding he was unable to hull up Ins net because it 
was, entangled with somethmg below the water, he dived in to investi 
gate the caus>e and to free his net at the stme time To his great 
X surprise he found a large image of Buddha buried rather deep in the 
imid He tlien haslih went back to the Milage and told the people of 
his unusual experience m the creek The news having rapidlv spread 
through the (own at length came to the eats of the King 

The King immediately gave orders that the image should be hauled 
up and properlj looked after But as m the case of the previous King's 
time the workmen were equally unsuccessful In their attempt to lift it 
out of the water In a dream the Thagyamm appeared to the King 
and «aid "Oh Kmg, in a former ev:tstence your htde daughter, who is 
now only eight months old, was also a princess of Ankan She it was 
who had this image made and worshipped it m a shrine to the north of 
tbiscitj. Unless, therefore, she herself CO operates with you, all your 
efforts to place the image on land will be useless When vou have 
succeeded m your plan do not think of removing the image to any 
other localitv, but you should build a suitable temple overitat the 
place where it is originally landed ” 

The next morning great preparations were made by the King and 
the people to carry out the instructions received from the Thagyamm 
Ropes and pulleys were fastened on to the image and hundreds of men 
were set apart to haul at the ropes Finally the royal infant was 
brought m her cradle to the bank'' of the creek One end of a silken 
thread was then tied to her little* finger and the other end was put 
round the arm of the image When everything was ready, at a given 
signal the men pulled altogether and the image rose up without 
difficulty Then at this place w here it was landed a pagoda was erected 
to the joy of the people and the glory of the King Because it was 
the place where the image was originally discovered it was called

6 The proposal for the extension of the Museum at Pagan was maclcas 
long ago as 2918 dunog one of the visits of the 
Director-General of Archaeology in India to Burma 
At that time, the Museum was pretty full, and now, 
with the accumuhted finds of the past eight years, the necessity of such 
an extension is becoming more acute Many sculptures and other 
antiquarnn objects are ly mg scattered about practically shelterless o\\ mg 
to fick of room For instance, during my stay at Pagan in 1925.

near Binmo seen the rums of an old cty which, 

atcording to tradition * mark tjie site of 

Simpinago {Camp5naj»ara) which flourished m the dajs of Giutama 
Buddha and which was one of the 84000 towais which AsoLa of 
Patahputri founded and in each of which he is said to have 
built a pagoda a tank i well and n rest house for travellers The 
reason of Asoka s choosing Sampanago for one set of his pagodas tanks 
etc is said to be that Buddha had lived there in a former existence in 
the bodj of a crow There is a pagoda called Shu el->ina (meaning a 
pignda upon which perches a golden crow) situated close to those rums 
It IS said to be one out of the 84 000 stupas originally built by Asokn I 
visited the old city site m March last and inspected that pagoda at the 
same lime To all appearances the pagoda is a modern stnicture which 
may partly be due to its ha\ in,, been repaired and renovated obliterating 
(hereby its old features at any nIeitisno‘ more than a few hundred 
years old It is in i good’statcof preservation and has an annual festival 
iieldin the month of March The nuns of tlie city are entirely overgrown 
with big trees and a thick almost impenetrable jungle Traces of an old 
wall built of bncl s are still seen at the northern extremity of the site 
Tins wall is some 44 feet above the lower level of the moat which can 
still be traced its thickness ts about 50 feet at the base and 18 feet at 
the top and the moat IS about 25 feet wide Along this side near the 
north east corner were foundwhat appear to be the traces of two moats 
running parallel to each other for a distanceof about two furlongs And 
at the southern cNtremity of this site there was found a portion of 
another wall built of bricks which are still in proper layers and fairly 
well preserved This wall is 11 feet thick and the bricks with which it is 
built measure each 14'' X 8" X 2 ' The examination of the site was 
but cursorv The ruins so far as I could judge cover an area of about 
one square mile To tx.imine them thoroughly would necessitate the 
remov il of the thick jungle thriving on them which would cost money 
and which would require me to stay on there for a time longer than I 
could then afford 1 therefore decided that a thorough examination of 
tliC'C rums of Sampanago if it is to be made at all should be left to 
some future date It may however be mentioned ttiat U is nothkelj to 
find anything on the surface and it is doubtful if digging will bring to 
light anything that is historical It |,ocs without s.ijing (hat this city 
though somewhat ancient, is very far from being as old as popular 
tradilion will have it

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twofold firstlj to obtain m the form of old sculptures statues 
inscriptions, etc neu data to establish on a still more solid bisis 
the now little disputed antiquity of the site md secondly to bring 
to light more traces and relics of that interesting nncl extinct people 
known to us through the Burmese as Pyu who once inhabited this part 
of the Province It may be mentioned that of the old Pyu records 
w hich ha\ e been brought to light during pre\ lous years only a few short 
ones ow mg to their better state of preservation have been deciphered 
and tentatively read the longer ones from the Kyauklvathein the 
Bebe and Payagyi pagodas have not yet been deciphered owing partly 
to their damaged condition and partly for want of a vocabulary large 
enough to enable one to read them in the event of their being 
deciphered at all It was hoped that further excavations at Hmauza 
might yield some inscriptions and with them more clues to the reading 
and interpretation of these valuable records written in a dead language 
It may however be stated at the outset that none of these 
hopes w ere realized to any appreciable extent although this year s w ork 
was not devoid of finds of an interesliny, nature 

It mu<!t be remembered that excavation worJ m Burma has to 
be undertaken in a spint somewhat different from that m India The 
sites here which it is expected are likely to yield results of an interest 
mg nature are all Buddhistic all the monuments and most of the finds 
are considered to be national property and to belong as such and from 
the rel gious point of view to the people one has therefore to proceed 
with c lution in a country where Buddhism is a living religion which 
holds such vvonderous sway over the minds of the people So far this 
Department has not met wath any opposition at Hmawza and it is 
sincerely hoped that this spirit of toleration will continue for 
archeological research in Burma is far from being complete at the same 
time owing to several circumstances it is a vvorl which cannot be 
pushed through with all the expedition one could wish The results of 
the y ear s \\ ork at Hvnawza may be suvniwar«.ed as follow s — 

An old mound at Thatiit^byegon was opened up It is situated close 
to the south side of the old city within the walls and near the remains 
of an old gate As usual jt was found thickly covered with jungle a 
preliminary examination of it pointed out that barring the ruinous 
condition into w Inch it had fallen its interior had not to all appearances 
been tampered with by treasure hunters that pest of archa^Dlogl m 
Burma or by other mischievous persons It was expected that its 
excavation would vield objects of antiquarian interest But this antici 
pation was only partially fulfilled as will be seen below for this mound 
like unfortunately many others had not escaped the ruthless attention 
of the treasure hunters as was revealed at the last moment Some of 
these rums must have been dug up for treasure v ery long ago perhaps 
centuries for m not a fevvcases theoldest villagers have no recollection 
of Uicir having ever been meddled with ' 
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Plate I show s the mouud IS it was nfter clearing the jungle Owing 
to the d mger to the w orkmen of digging a cross tunnel through the 
■sides the digging was started from the top and tJI the debris and the 
bricks that were found in layers carefully removed The work was 
-continued for some dajs without coming across any find worth noticing 
and during all these day s the bncl work of the m iin building w as found 
quite intact except around the fringe or edge where the bricks 
had deteriorated and were crumbling One afternoon however a few 
bricks laid o\ er together in the form of 1 truncated cone located in the 
centre of the main brickwork but quite separate from it were brought 
"to light The top of the cone was discovered at a depth of 16 feet from 
the summit of the rum the total height of the mound before it 
was dismantled being 23 feet above the level of the surrounding ground 
It was then conjectured that this small cone formed the top of a small 
stupa buried inside the outer casing of bnckworl yet untouched This 
was confirmed by the partial exposition of the finial of a stupa early the 
next day At this stage expectations ran high among the w orkmen w ho 
could not be convinced that such stupas seldom contain treasures 
as they understand them ti precious stones gold silver etc and this 
decided me to keep trusted night watchmen on the spot on breal mg up 
work every day The news of the discovery soon spread round and the 
people of the neighbourmt, villages came streaming m to the site 
to visit the shrine 

The work was continued till the whole of that small stupi was 
exposed It is of the conical tvpe known among the people here 
as — co5yc6soc& (lathe turned stupa) from the fact that every principal 
jpart of it IS circular in plan It is built on a square pedestal and has 
two circular terraces a bell-shaped dome a finial formed of receding 
rings of round mouldings and an aiiilaka (see Plitell) 

Its total height measures 6 feet 10 inches 

There w ere traces that it had once been plastered over but all the 
plaster had peeled off probably ow ing to the damp produced by heavy 
ram water sinking in through the surrounding old brickwork otherwise 
it was intact and bore no mark of having been dug into so far as the 
body of the shnnevvas concerned However there was found a breach 
on one side m the wall of the pedestal underneath the stupa and a 
similar breach m the bricks on the correspionding side of the outer casing 
The latter was about '’2 f^ct m width and 6 feet m height On clearing 
the debris a small chamber vv as disclosed nght underneath the stupa and 
the pedestal mentioned was in fact found to be a hollow one forming a 
relic chamber No relics were found there all traces of them had 
disappeared There were found however a few small fragments of 
charred bones and some ashes mixed with earth just outside the 
chamber There can be therefore but little doubt the stupa and the 
monument encasing it w ere raised on the cremated remains of some 
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high personage now long forgotten , it is difficult to decide as to the age 
of the building, though the size of the bricks m the outer building point 
to some antiqmt) 

Another mound situated in the same Iocalit> as the one abo\e 
mentioned, but a few hundred feet to the west, was also opened up at 
the same time It w.is onh a small delation the top of which was 
raised 7 feet above the surrounding level , it measured 30 feet east to 
west and 2'5 feet north to south at its base Close to it there were 
found some terra cotta plaques of a fairl 5 large size with some figures 
worked on them , on the mound itself were found 1 irge sized brickbats 
which, when entire, must have measured about 15^ " X 8 V X 2| " , as 
IS well known, the size of bricks is an index to the age of a monument 
These several finds consequeullj decided me to e\cav ate -that mound 
Two cross trenches were dug darting from the middle of each of 
the four sides of the mound At a depth of about one foot below the 
original surface of the mound on the top there vv ere found bricks m 
layers follow ing them on everv side, vv e cventuallj came upon the traces 
of a brick stnicture, the square basement of which measures 14 feet 5 
inches north south and 14 feet 8 inches east vvest Then, I ordered a pit 
measuring 12 square feet to be sunk from the lop Except for a email 
indentation into the structure on the west from outside, measuring 
2y X 2 X 3', bricks m hjeis continued on reguhrlj to a depth of 6 i 
feet 9 inches 

In the indentation just mentioned there were found the shell of a 
tortoise, a small bronze hand very finely modelled and a small copper 
rod This rod is 4j inches i« length , it is thick at both ends and 
gradually thins to the centre In shape it resembles very closely the 
copper rods men'ioned as Nos 83, 84 and 85, photographs of w hich are 
shown m Plate LX of the Atchceological Survey of India Report, 1913-14, 
which are said to have been found in the course of excavation* at 
Besnagar m Gwalior State in India, and commonly supposed to be 
antimony sticks' To what use this copper rod found at HmawzS may 
have been put, I have not yet found out Whether the small hand 
referred to was the hand of a Buddha image, is difficult to say, as no 
other fragments which might have helped to reconstitute the image 
were found As for the tortoise shell it has probably to be considered 
m conjunction with the other finds mentioned below 

All traces of bricks suddenly ceased and tw o more feet of earth liad 
to be dug into before another layer of bricks was uncovered The 
removal of this layer brought to light a small brick chamber, in whicli 
were found buried bones of animals which appeared to be the bones of 
a buffalo, of a species of deer, of a small carnivorous animal, such as a 
wild cat, and of a bird Tficy were all placed together m an area

Mj attention was next drawn to the small range of hills backing the 
old city site and separating it from the nver Irrawaddy A villager 
brought me a terracotta aotiae tablet which was said to have been 
found near a small mound of bncks on a spur of those hiUs near the 
Pada pagodas As alreadj said above such tablets are plentiful in 
Hmawza unfortunatelj there is but little vanetj in their designs 
thousands being made out of a very few moulds and sold to present as 
exvotasto the temples and pagodas or to enshrine them in the relic 
chambers Interest in those tablets is aroused onij when one comes 
across a specimen differing greatlj or at least in some particulars from 
the stereot^Tcd few models which ate found by the thousands 

The tablet alluded to above is rectangular in shape measuring 
8X7 X 2 w ith a deep impression on one side It is broken mto 
four fragments but otherwise ism a fairly good state of preservation 
There is in the impression an image of Buddha standing on a lotus with 
the left hand holding a round object which though much damaged yet 
judging from its size was no doubt an alms bowl held to the level 
of the stomadi the right arm broken off at the wrist is 
hanging down along the robe The halo around the head is formed of 
a flat plain band surrounded by a flamboyant design extending down 
wards on I oth sides to the feet The urna mark is absent and the 
ushnisha is plain and smooth No folds of drapery are apparent on the 
bust which gives the impressionof being almost naked but the rohe is 
clearly discernible from the waist down to the ankles the influence of 
the Gupta school is here clearly discermble The lotus on which the 
Buddha is standing is of a less conventionalised tvpe than is usually 
found in Burma it is in a cup like shape with the petals spread out 
A reference to our extensive collection showed that this type of 
votive tablet had not as vet been found at Hmawza or other places in 
Burma and this decided me to dig around the small mound where it 
was said to have been found The mound itself was marked by the 
rise at the centre of a few feet of broken bncks above the surrounding 
level of gravel and earth withm an area forming roughly a square 20 
feet on each side Digging round this area brought to light the remains 
of a brick structure square in plan of about 17 feet each side forming 
an enclosing brickwork or walls two bncks in thickness the square 
thus formed being filled up with mud andbrolen bncks but nght m 
the centre there was found a cubical mass of bnekwork with all its 
sides intact the top only being broken off This cube was protected 
all round on the outside with a thick hver of large pebbles nearly 
one fool m thickness On removing these pebbles and the bncks there 
were found mixed up w iih earth a pile of terracotta votive tablets in 
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all Stases of decay Only a fcis Mere found in a fair stale of prescrsa-

On digging for a post hole for putting up a ^\al (rest house) close 
to the rums of an old monument on the Taywindaung lull a B ddhist 
monk living on that hill came upon a rare find It consists of a lotus 
flower m bronze the stalk of which in its turn rises from a lotus pedestal 
The lotus has eight petals which canbe made by an ingenious airange 
ment to spread out and close up Toeach pet il within the flower is fixed 
a bronze figure m the round \hich Can be easily removed each figure 
about H inches m height ill istrates one of the principal scenes m the 
Buddha’s life , m the centre is a seated image of Buddha nearly 3 inches 
high The stand from which the stalk rises isBanked by a three headed 
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nlgmi on either side and nbove ercb superposed is the figure ot an 
elephant and then of a lion occupjing the centre of a floral motif which 
branches off the mam stalh The worlmianship is \ery neat and on 
technical grounds it may belong to the lUh century Considering this 
find from an antiquarian point of view its proper place should be m the

In continiintion of demi official No 120 I — 1395 dated the 19th 
November 19'’S I am to sav that the inscriptions seem to be of great 
value It 15 most unfortunate that their major portion is practically 
oblitented Had thej been preserved \\e would have possibly found a 
complete short history m them. The oldest of these three seems to be 
written in characters resembling those of the late Gupta script Only 
the lower portion of it as represented bv the estampa >e allows some 
words to be read here and there Of the other two which are both 
written m Nagan characters one is mostly illegible Worlang over it 
with great perseverance for a considerable time we might make out 
something The other one is the best preserved though the upper 
portion of it IS practically gone I wish I could study all these thoroughly 
Do you think better estampages could not be had ? Or another effort 
could be made to secure better copies inked as well as iimnked ones ? I 
think it Will be worth our while to try once more Good iminked copies 
on paper properly beaten in the crevices will perhaps allow me to study 
them from the back 

One of my assistants has studied the last mentioned inscription and 
what he has made out suffices to show the importance of these records 
I enclose herewith his transcript and a summary of contents for your 
information It will be interesting to work out the identity of the rulers 
mentioned here Ivandlj let me know if you have worked it out
